Women’s Club 
bids farewell to 
Town of Agawam

The Agawam Women's Club, an important local 
institution, has bid a fond farewell to a long and dis¬ 
tinguished tradition of serving Agawam, and has 
donated their treasured silver set to the 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Memorial Cemetery. 

We interviewed three past presidents to learn just a 
little of the history of this influential and impressive 
group. 

Jean Goss told us that she joined shortly after grad¬ 
uating from high school because her mother, Isabel 
Goss, had been a long-time member. 

“I can remember when we were big enough to have 
a choral group, of which I was a member. There were 
250 members of the Agawam Women’s Club, with a 
waiting list. We had a drama group, too, and we would 
put on Christmas plays,” said Mrs. Goss. 

The Agawam Women’s Club was once a Federated 
club. The club long ago would meet at Davis Hall at 
the Agawam Baptist Church until entrepreneur 
Minerva Davis donated the Captain Charles Leonard 
House in Agawam Center to women and civic groups. 

Now the Leonard House Board of Trustees admin¬ 
isters the use of Agawam’s most historic home. Goss 
continued, "The Women's Club used to be quite the

thing. We would have fundraisers to meet the budget, 
which included scholarships. I believe there were 
eight scholarships." 

Jeanne Webster provided a wealth of information 
about the Agawam Women’s Club from memory and 
from a recent presentation she did for the Women’s 
Club about the historic connection between the club 
and the Captain Leonard House. From Mrs. Webster, 
we learned that “Minerva Davis was a member of the 


Agawam Women’s Club. She was also a prominent 
citizen of Agawam and a woman of some means. She 
was a benefactor to the town in many ways; one of 
them the Agawam Center Library. As a member of the 
First Baptist Church, she was generous in her lasting 
gifts to the church.” 

According to Mrs. Webster, the object of the

If Town Council approves a $33,000 budget item, 
Agawam residents will have their trash picked each 
week all year long. 

This will be a first for the town, which currently has 
weekly pick-up only half of the year and bi-weekly col¬ 
lection the remaining months. 

“I think $33,000 is a nominal fee for weekly pick¬ 
up,” said Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 

The collections will continue to be done by BFI, the 
company Agawam currently contracts with for trash 
removal. Cohen said BFI has increased its rates this 
year,..due mainly to the same reason citizens and 
towns across the state are feeling a money crunch: 
energy prices. 

“The major increases for BFI were because of fuel 
costs,” Cohen said. 

The $33,000 for weekly curbside trash collections 
amounts to approximately $1 per Agawam resident. 

"I think $33,000 is not a lot for the convenience and 
quality of life it will give Agawam residents,” Cohen 
said, adding that bi-weekly pick-ups can be a public 
health issue.

posed dormitory and maintenance facility to be built 
right next to their homes during the Town Council 
meeting on Monday, June 4th. 

The group promised a large show of strength at 
next Thursday’s (June 14th) Board of Appeals meet¬ 
ing over the matter at the Agawam Middle School. 
The meeting is set for 6:30 p.m. This issue continues 
to heat and according to many residents Monday 
night, will only continue to escalate because of the 
“many negative” impacts the project poses for sur¬ 
rounding neighborhoods. 

Many reminders that this is a municipal election 
year and that Agawam citizens have good memories 
were included in the speakers’ comments and were 
directed at Town Council members. 

“This is an opportunity to prove to the townspeople 
that you will work for them,” said Sheryl Fleming, a 
Karen Lynn Circle resident. She urged councilors to 
take ‘aggressive’ measures to give the residents what 
they are asking. And there are many residents who 
are imploring the council, the Mayor, Planning Board, 
and Board of Appeals to keep the buildings from being 
erected by Calvin Arnold on his tobacco fields on 


Northwest Street in Feeding Hills. 

In fact, approximately 600 signatures have been 
collected protesting the structures and residents have 
banned together, hired Agawam Attorney Scott 
Skolnick to plead their case, and have formed what 
they call the Dormitory Action Group. 

The proposed dormitory will house 27 migrant 
workers who will live there during the summer and 
may be bused to other fields in neighboring Southwick 
and Enfield. 

Residents say they have many concerns about the 
buildings and the people living there and the appro¬ 
priateness of the structures in that area. 

“It’s not about race, color or sex. It’s about a build¬ 
ing,” Mrs. Fleming said. “It doesn't belong in the 
neighborhood.” 

Kenneth Santucci of Stoney Hill Road said he is 
also concerned about the amount of living space the 
dorm will offer. 

“It’s housing allowing 100 square-feet per person - 
it’s degrading," he said. “It will cause psychological 
and physical problems. Cells in jails have more room 
than that. That's an abhorration against humanity,”

said Santucci 

For some residents, the issue is that once one 
structure is erected, more could follow. 

“It’s 27 or 30 people today, but what about next 
year?," asked Mike O’Brien. "We’re not against farm 
workers or Mr. (Calvin) Arnold or any other farmer. 
We were forced to hire a lawyer, but isn’t this some¬ 
thing the town should be doing for us?" 

Others worried that the existing water problem in 
Feeding Hills could escalate. 

“My main concern is the water problem,” said 
Susan Strycharz of Karen Lynn Circle. “It doesn’t go 
away. It only gets worse. What’s going to happen 
when they put in a leach field and a septic system for 
these 27 people?” 

Many residents expressed frustration with the 
town, saying there’s been a lack of cooperation. 

"These people are taxpayers and homeowners, 
and so far nobody seems to care,” said Joseph 
Conte, the town’s former building inspector. 

Councilors Richard Morassi, Robert Magovern and 
Robert Rossi have attended several meeting on the 
topic and other councilors, although not able to attend 
those meetings, said they agreed with the residents’ 
concerns. 

Councilor Anthony Bonavita asked the eight coun¬ 
cil members present at the meeting if they could 
agree to send a letter in support of the residents to the 
planning board. The council unanimously agreed and 
Vice President Robert Young volunteered to draft the 
letter.

Outdoor cooking

Everybody loves an outdoor barbecue. However, 
outdoor cooking can also lead to tragedy when care¬ 
lessness causes serious burns. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the following 
safety checklist to use when cooking outdoors: 

* When lighting a grill, the safest fire starters are 
chemicals in cake form or a charcoal electric starter. 

* Never add fire starter after you have started your 
barbecue. The heat from the coals could ignite the 
stream of liquid and burn back into the can, causing it 
to explode in your hands. 

To speed a slow fire, tuck dry kindling under the 
charcoal. 

* Make sure the barbecue grill is level and steady, 
and keep a container of water nearby. 

* After cooking, soak the coals in water. Dispose of 
charcoal in a metal container with a tight-fitting lid. 
Many brush fires start because hot coals (thought to 
be cool) were dumped in leaves. 

* All barbecue grills should never be brought inside 
the house, tent, or recreational vehicle, because of 
the danger of carbon monoxide poisoning in sealed or 
confined areas. 

* Keep small children away from the barbecue. 

* A bag of damp or wet charcoal should be imme¬ 
diately disposed of, as it can spontaneously combust.

Library expansion project 


moving forward rapidly 


Thanks to massive support by Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen, the current Agawam City Council, and hun¬ 
dreds of Agawam citizens, on June 5, 2000, the 
Agawam City Council approved Mayor Cohen’s pro¬ 
posal to accept a $1,870,407 grant from the 
Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners by 
appropriating $4,250,000 for a $6,120,407 expansion 
project to the Agawam Public Library. This project will 
add approximately 20,780 square feet to the existing 
library for a total of 36,395 square feet with many 
expanded services to meet the needs of Agawam cit¬ 
izens of all ages for at least the next 20 years as 
required for the grant. 

After bids for the construction were prepared and 
advertised by architect Kenneth C. Best, AIA, CSI of 
Best Joslin Architects, bids were received by Mayor 
Cohen and the lowest bidder was D.A. Sullivan & 
Sons, Inc., General Contractors of Northampton, 
Massachusetts. After extensive negotiations involving 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen, Thomas Locke, City 
Solicitor, Anthony Albro, Director of Building 
Maintenance in consultation with Kenneth C. Best, a 
contract was approved and signed between the Town 
of Agawam and D.A. Sullivan & Sons, Inc. for the ren¬ 
ovations and addition to the Agawam Public Library 
on December 26, 2000. 

The expansion project will be done in two phases. 
Phase I consists of constructing the new two-floor 
addition at the front of the library while the existing 
library continues to operate. When Phase I is com¬ 
pleted, probably some time in the winter of 2001,

there will be an approximate six-week shutdown peri¬ 
od and existing library operations will move to the new 
addition and Phase II will begin, which will consist of 
renovating the existing library. To avoid leaving us 
without air conditioning, heating and parking while 
open, the contractors plan to perform related work 
during this shutdown period. When both phases are 
completed, probably in the spring of 2002, library 
services will again be moved and expanded through 
the entire building. 

Despite some inconveniences to the public and 
library staff due to our current construction with less 
accessible parking, added dust and other factors, 
everyone involved, including D.A. Sullivan & Sons, 
Inc., architects Kenneth Best and James Glenn, and 
Anthony Albro, has made every effort to accommo¬ 
date library services, interfere with such services as 
little as possible, and warn us of any work which might 
briefly inhibit services, so that we can respond to the 
public. 

According to Toby Brown, Construction 
Superintendent for D.A. Sullian & Sons, Inc., con¬ 
struction began March 26, 2001 and digging for the 
foundation of the addition began in April. As of mid- 
May, all the cement has been poured and most of the 
foundation for the new addition is complete. As a 
result, citizens can see the size of the future new addi¬ 
tion from this completed foundation. 

Moreover, Toby Brown stated that the steel work for 
the addition will be starting in June, which will provide 


the shell of the building, so the project will be 
advanced to the point that citizens will be able to see 
the full addition taking shape. At the same time, a 
great deal of drainage work is being done for the new 
parking areas in the back. According to Ken Best, 
architect, so far, the work by D.A. Sullivan has been 
excellent. In addition, my staff and I have been work¬ 
ing with architect Ken Best and his associate, interior 
designer Barbara Joslin, to select carpet samples, col¬ 
ors, furnishings, placement of certain items to accom¬ 
modate the library’s work flow in the expanded library, 
and other critical needs for final approval by Mayor 
Cohen. 

Since construction began, there have been regular 
construction meetings consisting of architects 
Kenneth Best and James Glenn; D.A. Sullivan & 
Sons, Inc., various subconstrctors; Anthony Albro, 
Mayor Richard Cohen, myself, and others to provide 
input, resolve problems, and communicate progress. 
Anthony Albro has been heavily involved in the 
library’s expansion project due to his extensive expe¬ 
rience and expertise with construction projects and 
the Agawam Public Library is very grateful for his 
efforts on the library’s behalf. 

This is a very exciting time for both the Agawam 
Public Library, the city, and its many citizens because 
the completed expanded library, the first one actually 
funded primarily by the town, will finally have the 
capacity to provide adequate library services for all 
ages for a community of Agawam's size._

Farm workers’ dormitory 
not in best interest of town

This letter is regarding the migrant farm workers’ 
dormitory and maintenance building that has received 
approval from the Planning Board.

C and E Tobacco has presented this proposal on 
land that he currently rents on Northwest St. in 
Feeding Hills. Mr. Arnold, the owner, has stated that 
he currently houses some 80 workers in dormitories 
in Enfield and would like to house them on Northwest 
St. so they could walk to work and he could save on 
transportation costs. 

His present plan calls for a dormitory that will 
house 27 workers. Next year, will he be proposing 
another dorm to house the rest? The tobacco farm he 
currently operates is small. Now, I'm no farmer, but I 
don’t think it takes 27 workers to farm this small 
acreage. Most of his acreage is in Suffield, 
Southwick, and Enfield. I wonder why he didn’t pro¬ 
pose this in Southwick or Suffield? Probably because 
he knew he had the best chance to get it passed by 
the Agawam Planning Board. 

I have heard it said that if land is zoned agriculture, 
the owner can do whatever he wants if it is to benefit 
his farm. Well, first of all, he doesn’t own the land yet, 
and second, this will benefit his farms in other towns, 
not only this farm that it is proposed on. 

What about the rights of the homeowners in the 
area? We will be subjected to these tractors coming 
and going to these various fields at all hours, and also 
will have this dormitory right in the middle of a resi¬ 
dential section. Don’t we have the right to protect our 
quality of life and property values?

Agricultural tax rates are much lower than residential 
rates. Yet, if C and E Tobacco, Inc. is allowed to build 
its dormitory complex here, the result will be more 
water, worse roads, and higher taxes for all Agawam 
residents. Are we all ready, willing, and able to shoul¬ 
der this added burden for the profit and convenience 
of a Southwick resident and his tobacco farm? 

Most farms nurture and sustain lives by providing 
fresh produce and spring flowers; but tobacco kills. 
Aren’t we trying to prevent teenage smoking? Don’t 
we use tax dollars to do this? Isn’t this double taxa¬ 
tion? We are taxed so that tobacco can grow, then we 
are taxed so that tobacco will not be used. Then, 
tobacco companies are sued so that people who have 
died - or their heirs - can pay for the doctors, hospi¬ 
tals, and funerals. Think about it. This could redefine 
the word “insane.” Where will it end? How do we feel 
about tobacco here in Agawam? Is it worthy of our 
promotion? Do we call ourselves “enablers?" 

Many farms need hired and housed laborers to 
work the land, but 27 workers is an overkill for this 
particular parcel of land. I have been told that it only 
takes four or five laborers to actually work the 
Agawam fields. There is a strong possibility that once 
one dormitory is up and running, a second or third will 
soon be built to house all 80 of the C and E workers 
now rooming in Enfield, Connecticut. The plot thick¬ 
ens. More services are required. Even higher taxes 
result. 

The Town of Agawam should not become the bed¬ 
room, recreation room, and garage maintenance area 
for the economic profit and convenience of one non¬ 
resident, tobacco farmer doing business in two differ¬ 
ent states and in three different towns. The burden it 
creates here is more than we can bear. It all seems to 
greatly benefit one non-resident, but it is a detriment 
for this entire town of residents. We need to come 
together and make some real changes here. Let’s get 
involved, get organized, and work together. Every one 
of us has an opportunity to make this world a better 
place. 

We need every Agawam resident to answer our 
call for he/p. Contact Attorney Scott Skolnick (786- 
6727) with information, ideas, or questions.

Women’s Club was of “mutual helpfulness, the 
advancement of public welfare, and the promotion of 
civic and cultural interests.” 

The “Club Collect,'’ written by Nathalie Worden in 
1947, can be viewed at the Captain Leonard House, 
with a list of past presidents in a calligraphic framed 
print. Mrs. Worden was on the Leonard House Board 
of Trustees. 

Mrs. Webster’s historical presentation continued, 
“When she (Mrs. Davis) first became interested in the 
Captain Leonard House, it was an old, run-down 
building, with outbuildings, all in need of expensive 
repairs. She envisioned, instead, the possibility of a 
beautiful place where townspeople could gather, hold 
meetings and parties, and other community events. 
With her own money, she brought to life that vision. 

“One of the primary purposes Mrs. Davis intended 
the Leonard House be used for was the official meet¬ 
ing place of the Agawam Women’s Club, of which she 
was a member,” noted Mrs. Webster. 

For many years, the Agawam Women’s Club was a 
member of the Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. Another past president, Esther 
Reynolds, told us, "We had a scholarship committee. 
We used to have card parties, often playing whisk, 
and always to raise money. The cost to play was 50 
cents.” 

Mrs. Reynolds joined the Agawam Women’s Club 
with her mother, Lillie Sumner Schwartz. 

“Until the 1950’s, there was no television. Many 
Saturday nights, there were community gatherings 
and we also had ‘Community Night’ at the Captain • 
Leonard House. We had dancing to a victrola or some 
would play shuffleboard, ping-pong, or other games in 
the cellar. 

"And we had ‘Gentleman’s Night’ once a year, with 
a speaker and social time for men and women togeth¬ 
er. We had no Senior Center. YMCA, or fitness clubs 
for socializing. It was either the church, or the 
Agawam Women's Club,”said Mrs. Reynolds. 

Mrs. Webster’s presentation describing the con¬ 
nection between the Agawam Women’s Club and the 
Captain Leonard House continued, “Mrs. Davis made 
arrangements for the management of the Leonard 
House to be carried out by a board of trustees, and 
this was established. You can see the list of those 
people who have been trustees over the years since 
Mrs. Davis finished the renovations in 1938. These 
trustees are unpaid local residents who love the 
house and give their time and talent to the upkeep of 
the house. 

"One of the stipulations Mrs. Davis put in her 
instructions as to the house was that the Agawam 
Women’s Club would always have a home here. Their 
group would have first preference in meeting times 
and dates. All other groups ‘take a back seat’ to the 
Women’s Club. We also use the house, free of 
charge, for any board or committee meetings, and we 
have done this on many occasions through the years,” 
Mrs. Webster added. 

“The Agawam Junior Women’s Club was started to 
accommodate young women who had the same goals 
as we did, and we are their parent organization. The 
original idea was that a girl would join the Junior 
Women’s Club and at age 35 change to the Agawam 
Women’s Club. We had a tradition of having two 
friendship teas during a season, at which we would 
honor senior ladies of the community. Agawam was 
so small then, we knew who everyone was. The late 
Elizabeth Pond, a former president, kept us aware of 
current events and political issues by making a pres¬ 
entation at the meetings. She was a trustee until 
deceased. 

“The Junior Women’s Club has kept to their own 
activities, partly because their schedules and lifestyles 
are different from ours. And as time has passed, our 
numbers have dwindled. We realize that there are no 
longer enough of us to carry out the activities we 
accomplished before,” said Mrs. Webster. 

Mrs. Webster, a club president twice, continued, 
“The dissolving of the Agawam Women’s Club will not 
affect the Leonard House.” 

According to her, other groups can make arrange¬ 
ments to have their meetings there, depending upon 
availability, if ample notice is given.

were Mrs. Ernest Meuller, president; Mrs. James R. 
Willis, first vice-president; Mrs. Thomas Leahy, sec¬ 
ond vice-president and Program chairwoman; Mrs.

Nowill, corresponding secretary; Mrs. Roy Smith, 
treasurer; and Mrs. Homer Wright, assistant treasurer. 

The Directors were Mrs. Clark Greenough, Mrs. 
Donald Nowill, and Mrs. Norman Roberts. 

In the presentation about the relationship between 
the Captain Leonard House and the Agawam 
Women’s Club, Mrs. Webster said, “When the 
Women’s Club was part of the Federation, we were 
aware of the meeting places of other clubs in the area, 
and realized how fortunate we were to have this love¬ 


ly house for our home. People from other clubs envied 
this, and well they should." 

The Agawam Women’s Club was part of a lifestyle 
full of tradition and social standards which required 
more time than is available to most people today. 
They represent a culture which epitomized dignity, 
elegance, and high standards which, unfortunately, 
are less easily maintained today because of time con¬ 
straints.

Mayor Richard A. Cohen and Director of Parks and 
Recreation Christopher Sparks invited the public to 
the Shea’s Field Skate Park grand opening this past 
Saturday, June 2nd, at noon. 

A ribbon-cutting and dedication ceremony took 
place, but a professional skating exhibition and bar- 
beque had to be postponed due to foul weather and 
will be re-scheduled. Although the day was cloudy, 
people were in good spirits as the skateboard park 
opened to the public and a Cohen campaign promise 
was made to happen: no taxpayer money was used to 
build the skateboard park. 

It became a reality due to the generous contribu¬ 
tions of many area businesses and countless volun¬ 
teers.

Parent Sandra Mozdzanowski, present with her 
son, Devon, a fourth-grader at Robinson Park School, 
told us, “We’ve been waiting for this for a long time. It 
keeps kids off the streets and in a safe place and 
gives them something to look forward to after school." 

Devon brought up an interesting point: “I was won¬ 
dering if there’ll be skateboard lessons." Possibly this 
could be a job for someone. Devon said that he’d be 
happy to rollerblade, too. Mrs. Mozdzanowski added, 
“This project has been a great way to make use of the 
tennis courts that were here.” 

Judging by the amount of constant activity, this 
project has gotten off to a good start and will make an 
outstanding addition to the recreation resources for 
the Town of Agawam, noted Sparks. 

Sparks also announced the raffle winners. Lou 
Ramah of Agawam won the lawnmower from Allen 
Lawnmower; Larry Landry of Agawam won the din¬ 
ners at Chandler’s at Yankee Candle with a limo from 
Deluxe Limo; Rosemary Remillard of Agawam won 
the DVD player; and Tracy Butler of Springfield won 
the Springfield Falcons’ jersey.

Summer makeup tips 

Question: What makeup tips do you have for the 
summer? Seems my makeup just disappears as soon 
as I put it on. Is there anything that can make it last all 
day? 

Answer: First of all, I suggest the use of sunscreen 
lotion as a base and buy cosmetic products that con¬ 
tain sunscreens. Summertime is a great time to let 
your natural beauty shine through, but if you use 
makeup, take time to apply it. The key is to blend and 
lightly layer on soft color where desired, then set it 
with powder. Put away the heavy foundation, dark 
matte eyeshadow, powder blush, and your dark liplin- 
er for this season. 

If you need a bit of coverage, try a tinted moistur¬ 
izer all over; otherwise, use a concealer stick just 
where you need it. If you need foundation, use a 
lighter formula and set it with a loose powder using a 
brush or puff. Buff it down with a cotton ball or latex 
sponge to remove the excess and to blend for a flaw¬ 
less look. Stay away from long-wearing formulas as 
they can be very drying and tend to cake in creases. 

For eyes, use a liner along the upper lashline. 
Cake or powder will wear well in heat and humidity, 
but a pencil may smear. If you really want to use that 
pencil, set it using a matching eyeshadow for longer 
wear. Stay away from liquid liner, as this tends to 
crack. For some color on the lid, try a soft green or 
purple or choose soft beige tones. Apply a base in a 
neutral shade (this helps with creasing) then apply the 
chosen color with gentle sweeping strokes. Blend 
gently but thoroughly. As for mascara, go for water 
resistant instead of waterproof; it’s easier to remove 
and won’t harm your lashes. If you need to fill in your 
eyebrows, us a wax-based pencil and set with pow¬ 
dered eyeshadow in a shade close to your own natu¬ 
ral color. 

When using blush, remember that this is one prod¬ 
uct that gets darker on its own as the pigment mixes 
with the natural oils produced by the skin. I suggest 
using a cream stick or gel, which tends to last longer 
and gives a fresher look in the summer. 

The lips look great with lighter shades and lots of 
gloss, keeping the tone deeper if you have a healthy 
tan. A little trick that the models use; line the lips with 
a nude pencil, apply your lipstick, then outline the lips 
with a matching pencil to keep color from creeping. 
Take a one-ply tissue and hold it over your lips with¬ 
out pressing down. Lightly dust on powder over the 
tissue, using a brush or puff. Pull the tissue and the 
excess powder away and reapply the lipstick. Now 
your lipstick is there to stay!

The work of the Holy Spirit... 

When people hear about the Holy Spirit, one 
thought which might come to mind is heightened or 
enthusiastic religious activity. While it is true that there 
is a tendency among people who come into contact 
with the Holy Spirit to experience excitement, it is not 
the primary work of the Holy Spirit to stir people up. 
The primary work of the Holy Spirit is to make people 
more holy. The greatest authority on the Holy Spirit 
who ever walked the face of the earth is Jesus Christ. 
He described the Holy Spirit’s activities in people’s 
lives on a couple of occasions. 

Jesus said, 7 have much more to say to you, 
more than you can now bear. But when He, the 
Spirit of truth comes, He will guide you into all 
truth. He will not speak on His own; He will speak 
only what He hears, and He will tell you what is yet 
to come. He will bring glory to Me by taking from 
what is Mine and making it known to you. All that 
belongs to the Father is Mine. That is why I said 
the Spirit will take from what is Mine and make it 
known to you.” 

When Jesus commented that He had ' more to say 
to you, more than you can now bear," the time 
frame was that He was preparing His disciples for the

fact that He would not be with them much longer. That 
news was making the disciples sad. However, the 
truth is that most people can absorb powerful news 
only slowly; so that in a real sense, people today con¬ 
tinue to receive the guidance of the Holy Spirit in 
something of a piecemeal fashion. Indeed, it seems to 
be the case that we need a lifetime for the Holy Spirit 
to accomplish His will in our lives. 

The truth that the Holy Spirit guides people into is 
not so much an addition to what Jesus said, but rather 
an illumination of what Jesus said, and an application 
of what Jesus said. In other words, the Holy Spirit 
helps us to understand what the meaning of the Bible 
is, and what it means to us. 

Jesus had said, about how the Holy Spirit would go 
about His business, ‘‘When He comes, He will con¬ 
vict the world of guilt in regard to sin and right¬ 
eousness and judgment: in regard to sin, because 
men do not believe in Me; in regard to righteous¬ 
ness, because I am going to the Father, where you 
will see Me no longer; and in regard to judgment, 
because the prince of this world now stands con¬ 
demned. ” 

The first job, so to speak, of the Holy Spirit in a per¬ 
son’s life is to convict, or to convince us, of the fact 
that we have sinned. Generally speaking, most people 
are aware that they are not perfect, which explains 
why the vast majority of people in the world practice 
some form of religion. At the same time, some people 
are also pretty good at rationalizing away the serious¬ 
ness or impact of their behavior. The Holy Spirit works 
in our hearts to convince us that all is not well between 
us and God. There is a world of difference between 
conviction and condemnation. When the Holy Spirit 
convicts us, He leaves us with hope; when the devil 
condemns a person, he tries to leave that person not 
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only feeling miserable about shortcomings, but also 
feeling hopeless to change. 

Once we accept the fact that all is not right between 
ourselves and God, the Holy Spirit works in our hearts 
to convince us that Jesus’ death on the cross paid the 
cost of our sins, and that the power of His resurrection 
can instill new life in us. Admittedly, that goes against 
our natural inclinations. Some of us may think that it 
doesn’t make sense that Jesus dying on a cross 
should have anything to do with us; while others may 
object to the idea that we should all owe allegiance to 
one man, Jesus Christ. The Holy Spirit’s got His work 
cut out for us, but if we’re willing, He can do it. The 
entire Bible, from Genesis to Revelation, tells the 
story. 

The Holy Spirit also wants us to understand that fol¬ 
lowing the devil is a losing proposition. There is no 
way we can be winners, if we follow a loser. The devil 
is a loser. Jesus didn’t say, “The prince of this world 
(i.e.: the devil) will be condemned someday, trust Me 
on this”; He said, ‘‘The prince of this world now 
stands condemned.” For the devil, it’s over. 
Finished, completed. As the devil awaits his final dis¬ 
position, he desperately tries to make people feel as 
though we’re the ones who are condemned. But we’re 
not. The Holy Spirit really wants us to understand this 
important distinction: the devil is condemned, but the 
gift of God is eternal life in Christ Jesus. 

The Holy Spirit “greases the wheel" for people who 
want to have God’s will accomplished in their lives. 
Being holy is a tall order to anybody; even the disci¬ 
ples of Jesus once asked, “Who then can be 
saved?” Jesus looked at them and said, “With 
people this is impossible, but not with God; all 
things are possible with God."

Negligence & tort road construction 

Five high school friends were driving to an amuse¬ 
ment park to celebrate a birthday when they entered 
a construction zone on the Interstate heading north. 
About eight hours before, a contractor completed the 
final layer of asphalt unde a state road resurfacing 
contract, leaving a dangerous, three-inch “edge drop" 
near the median. 

The car drifted toward the median due to a 
momentary loss of attention on the part of the defen¬ 
dant. After it encountered the edge drop, the defen¬ 
dant lost control and the vehicle shot across to the 
opposite side of the highway, striking a tree broad¬ 
side, killing the driver, and causing brain injury to the 
plaintiff, who was sitting in the front seat. 

The language of the construction contract required 
the contractor to comply with applicable law and pro¬ 
vide all safeguards and safety devices reasonably 
necessary to protect the safety of the public in con¬ 
nection with all performances of the work. It was also 
required to provide sufficient traffic signs and devices 
not required in the contract to afford adequate protec¬ 
tion to the traveling public, including reflectorized or 
lighted drums as needed and/or directed. 

No barricades or signs were placed by the con¬ 
tractor to guard or warn of the danger. The only signs 
in the area were “Construction Ahead" and possibly a 
“Reduce Speed" sign. Furthermore, only two rows of 
temporary skip lines were placed between the three 
travel lanes, leaving the “edge lines" that delineate 
the outer edge of the two outer lanes unmarked. In 
the absence of barricades, the lack of edge lines 
channeled two feet closer to the pavement edge. 

The case was complicated regarding the causal 
relationship since the passengers in the rear remem¬ 
ber little about the accident sequence; neither the 
defendant nor the plaintiff could testify; and two inde¬ 
pendent witnesses observed a cloud of dust near the 
median and little more. A sophisticated scene survey 
utilizing photog rammetry coupled with three-dimen¬ 
sional computer-assisted accident reconstruction 
greatly enhanced the plaintiffs case for causal rela¬ 
tionship. 

The plaintiff was a junior in high school at the time 
of the accident. He suffered a severe traumatic brain 
injury. He remains wheelchair-bound and requires 
continuous assistance with the activities of daily liv¬ 
ing. He has severe cognitive and motor deficits that 
are deemed permanent and experts consider him 
unemployable. His parents and sister also suffered 
enormous consortium losses. Medical expenses were 
just over $800,000.00. 

The case was scheduled for trial, however, it set¬ 
tled at mediation. The cash value of the settlement 
was $3.75 million, which included cash and structured 
settlement payments to the plaintiff and his family. 
The benefits, including projected lifetime payments 
compounding annually at three percent and guaran¬ 
teed for 20 years, total just under $12.5 million.

These past few months, my wife (Mellon) and I 
have been sharing our story about the life of our 
second child, Julia. This is a story we share with 
you now, in chapter form, that will continue over 
the next couple of months. It is my pleasure to add 
Mellon’s voice and first-hand perspective to our 
story of love. She writes in journal form, chapter 
eight: IN OUR ARMS AT LAST. This entry was writ¬ 
ten three days after the 10th anniversary of Julia’s 
death (June 1st). Mellon sat on the wet grass at 
Julia’s grave site and writes: 

Saturday (Day 12): I awoke in a layer of sweat, 
startled and scared.I did not know exactly where I was 
at first, but was very aware of the dream I just left. A 
pleasant dream, yet not understood at the time. 

/ was hand in hand with a young girl. Skipping 
down a beautiful road until we came to a U-shaped 
driveway. Up we skipped to the front door of an older 
home. We went right in, not even bothering to ring the 
bell. There was a sense of familiarity. It was ours, yet 
we were just visiting. I followed the little girl to a room 
upstairs. It was a young girl’s room.and you could tell 
it was once occupied. Even though the closet was 
bare and the draws empty, the room radiated of her 
presence. The little girl and I looked around the room. 
When our eyes connected, we smiled at one another. 
Then, I followed her out of the house, down the other 
end of the driveway, happily skipping to the same 
beat. 

As I lay on my cot trying to collect myself, I attrib¬ 
uted the sweating to my hormones and my recent sur¬ 
gery, never really connecting the discomfort to the 
dream experience I just had. 

I threw on some clean clothes and freshened up a 
bit. I headed to see Julia. Upon approaching the unit, 


a nurse and doctor intercepted me. They filled me in 
on Julia’s critical condition. Her blood pressure had 
been dropping the past few hours. With the help of 
medication, they had been able to maintain it, but now 
it was becoming increasingly more difficult to main¬ 
tain. Julia was in trouble. I quickly moved to her side 
to let her know I was with her. The nurse asked, 
“When will your husband be returning?” “Sometime 
late morning,” I said. One of the nurses asked, “Could 
I put I call in to him for you?” I nodded. She did. As I 
sat next to Julia, stroking her head, I informed Dan of 
her critical condition and asked him to come with 
Kevin as quickly as he could. We hung up. I was so 
scared. I was so afraid to be alone with Julia as she 
was dying. A sense of panic came over me. I didn’t 
think I was strong enough or capable of being in this 
position. I asked the team to please keep her alive 
until my husband and son arrived. They said they 
would do the best they could. 

With tears rolling down my cheeks and my body 
trembling, I looked at Julia. At that moment she spoke 
to me. I could hear her spirit telling me, “It’s OK, 
Mommy.” Suddenly, an unbelievable sense of con¬ 
nection happened. Connection with myself was fol¬ 
lowed by an even greater intimate connection with 
Julia. I wasn’t afraid any longer to be with her. I found 
myself after Julia spoke to me.I was in a different 
place now. I became stronger. I can do this. I can be 
with her and myself. 

I asked the nurse to get my husband on the phone 
again. I asked another nurse if I could please hold my 
baby. “Of course,’’she responded. With that, they lift¬ 
ed her over to my lap, tubes and all. This was my first 
time holding my little one. A precious moment I will 
never, ever forget. I’ve waited so long for this. A wish 
had finally come true. 

Dan was on the line. In my tears of joy and sad¬ 
ness, I said to him, “Honey, I don’t know if Julia will 
make it until you get here. I want you to have a chance 
to say good-bye to her." I placed the phone to her ear 
and let him be with her. 

After we hung up, my eyes connected with the 
nurse’s and I said, “You don’t have to put her through 
any more. It’s OK.” Within minutes, she was at peace 
with herself. I was so in love with my little girl at that 


moment. It was so freeing to let her go where she 
needed to go. She wasn’t leaving me. She will always 
be with me. 

For well over an hour, I sat in the rocking chair with 
Julia in my lap, embracing every moment; finally 
bonding with her, crying with her and singing to her. 
Just being together at last! Suddenly, the dream I had 
entered my mind. It became clear to me that the little 
girl I was skipping with was Julia. She was letting me 
know that she was leaving, but would always be with 
me. 

Her night nurses stayed on after their shift had 
ended,for they, too, wanted to say good-bye. 
Eventually, they took her from me to clean her up and 
dress her, so I could continue to be with her more 
comfortably. 

Dan and Kevin soon arrived to find me in Julia’s 
room rocking her. Her room had been stripped of all 
the tubes, pumps, medicine, and machines. Her 
warmer, where she had spent the last several days, 
was bare. 

Finally, as I wished for only a half day earlier, we 
were all together again! We took turns holding Julia. 
Kevin, with no hesitation, hopped up into the rocky 
chair and held his little sister. He had a penetrating 
blank look on his face. Then he began sobbing. Dan 
and I supported, him from both sides of the chair. We, 
too, began to sob. Kevin had no questions, just pres¬ 
ence. We later examined her little body, just as I had 
hoped I could have done, but didn't get a chance to 
do, after she came out of the recovery room the day 
she was born. 

I filled Dan in on the last few moments of her life. I 
told him how happy I was that he was able to speak to 
her and how much I thought it comforted her to know 
her Daddy was with her. We were both struck by the 
power of that contact and how she died only moments 
after that intimate connection. 

Our neighbors, Debbie and Amy accompanied 
Dan and Kevin to the hospital that morning. At our 
request, they took photographs of us holding Julia. 
One family picture, in particular, was striking. It was a 
picture of us holding one another with Julia’s Pinky-

Avoid problems before they start, call 
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the bear and horse rattle, anxiously smiling for the 
camera, while tears streamed down each of our 
cheeks. Our friends then took Kevin away for a while, 
so Dan and I could be alone with Julia. We could have 
sat there holding Julia forever. It felt like we did! 

We decided, in that moment, to authorize an autop¬ 
sy. We thought it would be yet another gift from Julia, 
to the team that cared so deeply for her. to help sup¬ 
port future research for children with the same anom¬ 
aly. 

We exchanged a tearful good-bye with the staff 
and thanked them for all their tender holding of our 
precious little girl. Our journey home was sad and 
very quiet. We sat in the back seat holding Kevin, 
overwhelmed by the living of the day.

Balanced exercise...

The importance of water 

Drinking lots of water can help spinal problems. 
Without a regular supply of it, you can get headaches 
and joint problems. Surveys show that most of us 
don’t drink enough water. Research suggests that 
eight to 10 glasses of water a day could significantly 
ease back pain and joint pain for up to 80 percent of 
sufferers. 

As we age, our thirst reflex diminishes. We simply 
do not have the desire to drink appropriate quantities 
of water. The result is a type of dehydration that can 
affect important bodily functions. Proper hydration is 
essential for regulating your temperature, cushioning 
all the joints of your body, eliminating wastes, and 
countless other essential functions. 

How much water should you drink each day? Use 
this simple formula. Divide your weight in pounds by 
two. That’s how many ounces of water you should be 
drinking daily. For example, if you weigh 160 pounds, 
divide by two and you should be drinking at least 80 
ounces of water a day; even more if the weather is hot 
or dry. 

Make sure you avoid beverages that contain caf¬ 
feine or alcohol. They tend to act as diuretics, remov¬ 
ing water through more frequent urination! 

Your body is about 75% water. Drinking enough of 
it so your body can operate correctly is one of the 
simplest and easiest things you can do all day long to 
help stay well.

‘’Super” movies get 
super treatment (Part 2)... 


A box set called “The Complete Superman 
Collection" is now available and features an array of 
unbelievable extras, including documentaries, trailers, 
outtakes, lost scenes, and even screen tests of sev¬ 
eral actors and actresses who did not get the lead 
roles. (This is the second of a two-part article that 
highlights these newly remastered films.) 

* “Superman III”: 1983. Rated PG. 

Christopher Reeve is back as the Man of Steel, and 
he is joined by Richard Pryor, Robert Vaughn, and 
Annette O'Toole. Series regulars Margot Kidder, 
Jackie Cooper, and Marc McClure reprise their roles 
of Lois Lane, Perry White, and Jimmy Olson, respec¬ 
tively. 

After the magic of “Superman: The Movie” and 
“Superman II," "Superman III” seems to lose some¬ 
thing. The special effects are still quite impressive, as 
is the acting. The storyline is where this film suffers. 
Enter Vaughn as Ross Webster, a treacherous busi¬ 
nessman who has caught the “world domination” virus 
that seems to infect many a villain in these films. 

Pryor plays his bumbling and unlikely accomplice, 
who manages to design a master computer which 
Webster finances that is capable of just about any¬ 
thing ... including destroying Superman. 

Kidder is in the film for about 15 minutes before 
being written out of the story. Gene Hackman is also 
sorely missed as Luthor. The story does contain 
some interesting subplots, however, involving Clark 
Kent’s high school reunion and his ever-present infat¬ 
uation with his high school sweetheart (played by 
O’Toole). 

Also worth mentioning is the quite impressive junk¬ 


yard battle between Kent and Superman. Here, we 
see some sort of personality conflict as a result of 
Superman being exposed to some ... well, l guess you 
would call it defective kryptonite! Clearly, the high 
point of the film is the “evil composite” Superman, 
which completely contradicts the Superman from the 
previous films. This is not necessarily a negative plot 
device, since most viewers will at least find these 
scenes interesting. 

On a positive note, there are (in fairness) some 
moments where the magic of the previous films is 
captured beautifully, including a gigantic chemical 
plant fire. The newly remastered DVD also adds to 
the enjoyment of the film; the vivid picture quality is 
unlike any other version of this film. The special 
effects benefit the most from this. 

“Superman III” is not the best of the films in this 
series, but it has enough of the good stuff to entertain 
you for two hours. If you can overlook the campy 
inclusion of Pryor to the cast and the associated 
cheap laughs, then Superman will once again take 
center stage. 3 STARS. 

* “Superman IV: The Quest For Peace”: 1987. 
Rated PG. 

As the title implies, Christopher Reeve again dons 
the famous red cape in an attempt to rid the world of 
all nuclear weapons. This righteous story was partial¬ 
ly penned by Reeve himself. Previous producer 
Alexander Salkind was absent on this project, and his 
contribution is sorely missed. 

This time around, we at least get to see Gene 
Hackman’s return as Lex Luthor, as well as all of the 
other centrals from the previous films. Also, Mariel 
Hemingway joins the cast. 

The plot involves the Daily Planet being taken over 
by a tabloid publisher. When a young schoolboy asks 
for Superman’s help in achieving world peace, the 
new Daily Planet owner irresponsibly prints a headline 
that states that Superman declined to help. 

In an effort to clear his name, Superman travels to 
his "Fortress of Solitude’ for advice from the 
Kryptonian elders. (This is one high point to the film, 
since we have not seen Superman’s fortress since 
“Superman II”). 

Once Superman decides to take on the task of 


world disarmament, Lex Luthor escapes from prison 
to foil his enemy’s plans for his own personal financial 
gain. We also see the creation of Nuclear Man, a 
DNA being created by Luthor from a stolen strand of 
Superman’s hair; he, of course, is recruited to destroy 
Superman. 

Then comes the special effects in a battle in the 
streets of Metropolis that is too reminiscent of the cli¬ 
max of “Superman II.” Furthermore, there is even a 
romantic flying sequence involving Superman and 
Lois Lane (played by returning Margot Kidder) that - 
you guessed it - is very much like the first film. 

The two problems that this film mainly suffers fror 
is poor photography and a weak and all-too-hoke; 
storyline. Many of the special effects sequences arc 
horribly done. Wires can even be seen on Reeve dui 
ing the battle on the moon with Nuclear Man! (This 
never would have made the final cut if Salkind was still 
involved on the project.) 

Furthermore, many flying sequences are so obvi¬ 
ously done using a blue screen, which causes 
Superman’s famous blue costume to appear green! 
Like I said, shoddy photography all the way across the 
board. 

So, we have poor photography and an exceptional¬ 
ly weak script. The only real positive aspect of the film 
is the acting. It is the acting alone that makes the film 
excel to some degree. Otherwise, it’s no wonder why 
there was never a “Superman V’ after this outing. 

The special edition DVD, as with the other films in 
the series, enhances the screening of the film with 
astoundingly clear picture quality. In the instance of 
“Superman IV: The Quest For Peace," however, it 
seems also to reveal some previously missed wires 
and trick photography. Apparently, this production 
was under the influence of some bad kryptonite! 2

lives by your rules, and a time of commencement - a 
new beginning that requires you to give your kid 
space, to allow him to go unfettered into the world, 
learning through his mistakes and accomplishments. 

Now that you know it’s hard for a parent, can you 
imagine how hard it is for your child? He doesn’t want 
you to know that he’s scared, that he’s going into 
unchartered waters, that he’s not sure what he will 
find or if he will like it. Is he making the right choice? 

He’s been a big man on campus, a football star, a 
scholar, or whatever, and now he knows he will have 
to start over again. For him, it’s a graduation from his 
comfort zone of public school to a commencement at 
a new place. 

What can be done to quell this uneasiness on both 
the parent and the kid’s part? Openness with your 
feelings is a good way to start. If you admit how you 
are feeling, you give your child license to share his 
feelings with you. Also, try to share with him how you 
felt when you finished high school. If you went away 
to school, what was it like? 

Honesty is a good way to invite honesty. Getting 


everything out in the open is a good way to settle that 
uneasy feeling. Letting your child know that it is nor¬ 
mal to have some scary thoughts about graduation 
will make him feel better. 

With kids who are not leaving home, it will still be a 
change. Routines will be different. They are older now 
and have to start making their own decisions. By 
allowing them to do this, you are giving them the 
wings they need to fly to new heights, to grow, and to 
explore. 

At home, away, at work, and/or at school, do keep 
the lines of communication open. Set aside time for 
telephoning and sharing. Send letters and care pack¬ 
ages to youngsters who are away. If you reach out, 
they will reach out and together you will grapple suc¬ 
cessfully with your new beginning. 

As you both, parents and graduates, get used to 
your new roles, I wish you well. It takes time, but I 
guarantee that this next passage will prove to be a 
rewarding one, filled with challenges, some frustra¬ 
tions, but a lot of satisfaction, too. My best wishes for 
an enjoyable graduation and a positive commence¬ 
ment.

Ludlow’s hex continues over 
AHS in boys’ volleyball final

You could equate Agawam High’s volleyball suc¬ 
cess (or lack of it) against the Ludlow Lions this sea¬ 
son to that old cliche about falling - it’s not the trip 
down, but the sudden stop at the end that hurts. 

The end (and it did hurt) came in the Western 
Mass. Tournament on Saturday evening (June 2nd) 
up at quaint Curry Hicks Cage, when the Brownies fell 
to Ludlow, 15-9, 15-11, 15-8 in the finals of the 
Western Mass, boys’ volleyball tournament.

Starting off, Agawam didn’t see the impending sud¬ 
den stop In game one, Coach Pat Demers started off 
with Mike Thomas. Brian Forsman, and Mike Kelly up 
front. They were backed up by Joe Maynard, Joe 
Case, and Evan Machos. 

Things got ugly right away for the Brownies, as 
they fell behind, 10-2. Most of it had to do with 
Ludlow’s outstanding defensive play that saw them 
dig for the big Brownie spikes and block the big hitters 
at the point of attack. 

With his club down, 11-3, Forsman tried to stop the 
bleeding with five serves. He got some big-time help 
from Thomas (a kill, an offensive tip, and two offen¬ 
sive blocks), Kelly, and Ian Hamlett (an offensive 
block), who added to an ace of his own to bring the 
Brownies to within a couple at 11-9. 

But the Lions adjusted and served out the first 
game for a one-game-to-none lead. 

The Brownies weren’t going to panic over the situ¬ 
ation, however. Thomas, Forsman, and Kelly (backed 
by Maynard, Case, and Machos) took the court for 
game two, which was close and - in the end - proba¬ 
bly decided the match from a psychological stand¬ 
point.

one back on his. 

Ludlow went up by one, then it was time for 
Forsman. Serving at 1-2, the senior setter had five 
attempts and assisted by some sloppy Lions’ net work 
and a couple carries (plus a nice offensive tip by 
Case), had his club up, 5-2, before serving into the net 
for a side out. 

Ludlow never missed a beat coming back to tie at 
five, then rolled ahead 13-5 by winning 11 out of 28 
services. 

Agawam, stuck at five for what seemed like an 
eternity, finally found some traction on Machos’ serve. 
The junior scored five straight points, allowing 
Agawam back into it, 13-9. 

Ludlow increased its lead to 14-9 before Agawam

Demers started the same group she’d 
put on the court in the first two games, save for junior 
Jaime DelPeschio (who came in as a backline 
replacement for Maynard). 

Agawam, with the “no tomorrow” sign flashing in its 
players’ heads, got off to a quick start behind services 
by Machos, Hamlett, and Forsman to lead 4-1. 

However, Agawam must have taken a fancy to four 
because it hung there while the Lions took the lead on 
six services to go up by three, 7-4. 

The Brownies came back to trail, 7-5, then 8-6 and 
10-8 on three serves by Thomas. However, eight was 
enough for the Brownies, as Ludlow made its final run 
to winning the crown, 15-8, on an Agawam wide hit. 

Demers felt her club might have started to lose its 
focus as the match wore on. 

She had a point, but Ludlow’s suburb display of 
defense had a lot to do with it, considering the Lions 
had an answer all evening long for anything the 
Brownie big hitters had in their bag. 

Agawam ended its best season in the short, three- 
year history of the program at 20-3. Ludlow went to 
18-5 and earned a trip to the State Tournament.

Agawam High boys’ volleyball - in only its third year 
of existence - moved a step closer to a championship 
season last Thursday evening (May 31st) with a win 
over visiting Pioneer Regional, 15-13, 15-13, 15-9 in 
the Western Mass, semifinals at Clifford Kibbe 
Gymnasium.

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Lapins paves the way for AHS baseball into the semis 


It’s tough to win on the road, and it gets even 
tougher when you happen to meet a pitcher who has 
brought his “A” game to the fray. 

Such was the case on Monday afternoon (June 
4th) at Harmon Smith Field, when fifth-seeded 
Science & Technology (16-4) came calling and fell, 
12-7, to the fourth-seeded baseball Brownies (13-7) in 
the Division I quarterfinals. 

At this writing, Agawam was scheduled to meet the 
top seed, Westfield (18-3), at Szot Park on 
Wednesday evening (June 6th) at 7:00 p.m. in a semi¬ 
final game.

The quarterfinal game was highlighted by a mas¬ 
terful pitching job turned in by senior lefty Ben Lapins, 
who pitched six scoreless innings, dusted 10, walking 
but three, and allowed only four hits - all singles, all of 
little consequence before Coach Pete Clark lifted him 
to start the seventh with Agawam up, 11-0. 

"Yeah, he’d thrown 89 pitches, which was enough,” 
said Clark, adding, “We seemed to be in control and I 
wanted to get some other kids a little work.” 

Lapins, in his best outing of the year, was pleased 
with his performance, especially the 10 strikeouts. 
“You feel comfortable throwing strikes when you have 
a solid defense behind you,” he explained of his 
mates, who played error-free ball during his stint on 
the mound. 

Indeed, Agawam was in full control during Lapins’ 
tour of duty. While he was busy launching the Cyber 
Cats into cyber space, his mates busied themselves 
with their offensive chores, scoring runs in bunches in 
all but one of the first six innings.

Behind and through... 

You’ll often hear it said that good golfers “stay 
behind the ball ’ during impact, but this can be con¬ 
fusing when you’re also told to move your weight to 
the left and swing through the ball.
